Further, claims 
4-5, 7-11 and 13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as allegedly rendered obvious by 
Hasegawa, as applied to claims 1-3, in view of Patent No. US 6,578,687 B2 to Dau et al. 
("Dau"). Applicants have canceled claims 1-5, 7-11 and 13, without prejudice to the subject 
matter claimed thereby. Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that the rejections of claims 
1-5, 7-11 and 13 are rendered moot, and that the above-captioned patent application now is 
condition for allowance.
